Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. Following is the reason for allowance: 

US 6,426,253 to Tews et al discloses, inter alia, forming a trench capacitor having a 
capacitor dielectric, a conductive filling 1 10, and a collar 106 in a substrate 100, wherein the 
conductive filling being sunk in the upper trench region with respect to the top side of the substrate; 
carrying out an oblique implantation into the trench [Fig. 4] for altering the properties of a partial 
region of a topmost liner; and forming a mask from the partial region of the topmost liner [Figs. 7- 10 
and cols. 7-8]. However, Tews et al does not teach completing a connection region on one side and 
an insulation region on the different side of a buried contact by removing and replacing a part of the 
filling and/or a part of the insulation collar using the liner mask
